A BAD BOLT. 


The Blaine Men Carry Everything Their 
Own Way at Topeka,

And the Grantites Elect Opposing Dele- 
gates to the Chieage Convention. 


The Nebraska Democrats Send an Unin- 
structed Tilden Delegation to 
Cinciranati. 


TOPEKA, April 1.—In the Republican State 
Convention at 1 o’clock this morning, on the 
question upon the adoption of the resolution 
naming the delegates, and a call of the roll be- 
ing had, there were 188 yeas and 18 nays. 

Mr. Morrill, of Brown county, offered the 
foilowing resolution, which was adopted, the 
Grant men refraining from voting: 

Resolved, That the following named gen- 


tlemen be the nominees for Presidential Elec- 


tors of the Republican party for the State of 

Kansas, to-wit: John Schilling, W. A. Pef- 

oe — D. Snoddy, R. W. P. Muse and H. 
e. , 


The resolution was adopted without oppo- 
sition, the Grant men not voting. 

Mr. Snoddy, frem the Committee on Reso- 
lutions, reported as follows: 


The Republicans of Kansas, in eonvention 
assembled, declare: 

1. That the true test of the faithful dis- 
charge of that duty is a long-continued and 
uninterrupted devotion to our service of the 
republic. 

2. That no one who has wavered in his fealty 
to the Union is a safe counselor in the affairs 
of the nation, nor in whose hands any of the 
powers of the Government can be safely 
lodged for any time, however brief. 

8. That under the name of Democracy are 
arrayed against the civilization of the age 
men who, having striven by rebellion and 
open war to destroy the nation, are now en- 
deavoring to seize the, Government by force 
or fraud. 

4. That we are a nation, apd that the mis- 
sion of the Republican ye will not be com- 
pleted until under our flag every citizen, how- 
ever humble, is secureinthe honest expres- 
sion of his opinions in all parts of our domin- 
ion and is fully protected in his life and lib- 
erty, and in the full enjoyment of all the po- 
litical rights of an American citizen. 

5. That the unbappy cause of the emi- 
gration of the colored people of the South to 
the North is the apprehension, perzecution 
and robbery of them by the white people, 
their former masters and present owners of 
the soil, and it is the duty of the Government 
of tbe United States to extend to the colored 
people of the South such protection that their 
removal from their native land shall cease to 
be a necessity. 

6. That in the approaching presidential 
campaign there willsbe nomuiddle ground up- 
on which timid patriots can stand, and those 
who are in favor of the perpetuity of the 
Union and preservation of liberty and the 
promoticnof civilization are blicans and 
of necessity must vote for the Slccess of the 
Republican candidates, and those who arein 
favor of violence and er dissolution and 
the utter destruction of Republican Goy- 
ernment will vote for the successof the Dem- 
ocratic candidates. 

7. That Jas.G. Blaine has the confidence of 
the Republicans of Kansas; that we recognize 
in him a statesman worthy to lead the Nation- 
ai Republican party to victory; that he isthe 
choice of the Republicans of Kansas for Presi- 
dentof tbe United States and that we pledge 
him our united support. 


Acopted. 
An effort was made to have the following 
resolution substituted, but it failed: 


Resolved, That we believe the nation should 
always reserve to itself the rightto command 
the services of any ofits citizens, and none 
shuuld be debarred from any position, even 
the highest, on atcount of services to their 
country. however illustrious,

THE HERMIT. 


A Romance of Mining Life. 


Away up on the main range—the Sierra 
Madre—of the Rocky Mountains, 12,000 feet 
above the sea, rests alittle mining camp of 
some twenty or twenty-five rough log cabins.

The aged mother of Dr. Samuel Long, of 


New Brunswick, N. J., lived for many yeara’ 


She had a presenttiment 
that she would die if she had any of her teeth 
drawn. Several weeks ago one of her young 
jady friends, who was not very strong, had 
five teeth drawn. andthe old ladythen de- 
cided thatif her young friend cguld stand 
the dreaded operation, she could. She there- 
fore consulted with a dentist, who laughed at 
her fears. Three of her teeth were drawn 
without serious results, but as the fourth 
tooth was being extracted the old lady dropped 
her or she was dizzy, and in an hour 
she was 
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Mrs. Lydia Dickinson, wife of the late Dan- 
ie] S. Dickinson, has for weeks past been ly- 
ing seriously ill at the residence of her daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Samuel J. Courtney,at High Bridge. 
For weeks past the life of the venerable lady 
bas been despaired of,and yesterday her phy- 
sician, Dr. Henry Paine, said that she would 
hardly live the week out, and, in fact, was 
liable to drop off at any moment. The disease 
from which she suffers is dropsy, aqarerates 
by other complications incident to old age. In 
eariy life Mrs. Dickinson’s social and personal 
accomplishments, added to the high political 
position and deserved fame of her husband, 
made her a notable figure in the society of New 
York and the national capital .She was born in 
June, 1808, in the township of Unadilla. Her 
father, Dr. Colby Knapp, was a leading citi- 
zen of Southern New York,the founder of the 
village of Knappsburg,Chenago county, twelve 
miles from Unadilla. Her maternal grand- 
father, Colonel Elihu Murray,was an oflicer of 
distinction during the Revolutionary war,and 
was attached to Washington’s staff. His 
daughter Lucind (afterward Mrs.Dickinson’s 
mother) wasanoted beauty. Inher girl- 
hood, Mrs.Dickinson attended the well known 
Oxford Academy, at Oxford, N. Y., where, 
among her fellow-pupils, were Horatio Sey- 
mour and Ward Hunt, afterward Judge of 
the Court of Appeals. Daniel S. Dickinson, 
then unknown to fame, was arising young 
wool-dresser, who, though he had never gone 
to school more than two weeks in his life, was 


ambitious of doing something better. He 
fell in love with Lydia and 
married her, she being nineteen 


and he twenty-two. Woman-like, she was 
quick to discover her husband’s talents, and 
urged him by every means in her power to 
persevere in his law studies, and fit himself 
fora hich position in life. ‘The Rev. Mr. 
Garvin, of Guilford, was Dickinson’s tutor, 
and taught him Latin and surveying, and oth- 
er branches, in the evening, Dickinson work- 
ing patiently at his law books in the daytime. 
In winter, he tdught school to pay the ex- 
penses of his education. For seven long years 
he labored, cheered and encouraged by the 
smiles of his young wife, until at last, in 182), 
he was admitted to the bar of Chenango 
County. Three years later he removed to 
Binghamton, where he ‘speedily out-dis- 
tanced other competitors, and became the ac- 
knowledged leader of the Bar in the southern 
counties. His fame quickly spread to New 
York and Albany, and in half adozen years 
he served successively as State Senator, Judge 
of the Court of Errors, Presidential Elector, 
and Lieutenant-Governor of the State. In 1844 
Gov. Bouck Ae him tofillan unex- 
pired term in the United States Senate, and in 
the year fullowing he was elected by the Leg- 
islature for the full term of six years. 


Mrs. Dickinson entered heartily into ail her 
busband’s projects, and rejoiced as became a 
devoted wife at his unexampled advancement. 
She accompanied him to Washington, and 
took a prominent part in the social life of the 
capital. Their summers were passed af the 
Senator’s beautiful home, on the outskirts of 
Binghamton. Mrs. Dickinson’s fame as a 
hostess was wide-spread, and the munsion 
and grounds onthe banks of the Chenango 
were the constant resort of distinguished 
guesta from all parts ofthe country and from 
Europe. Dinners, entertainments and other 
social festivities followed each other io rapid 
succession, and few persons of note visited 
Binghamton without partaking of the Sena- 
tor’s hospitalitv. James M. Mason, of Vir- 
vinia; George Peabody, the London banker; 
Charles O’Conor, Jesse D. Bright,of Indiana, 
and several of the foreign Embassadors were 
frequent guests. In 1802, Mr. Dickinsoo 
was a delegate to the Democratic National 
Convention at Baltimore, and pledged to the 
nomination of Cass. After fruitless ballotings 
Virginia led off witha solid vote for Dickin- 
son, and would have been followed by other 
States but for the splendid fidelity of the New 
York Senator, who, with the coveted prize in 
his grasp, Was too loyal to his pledges to ac- 
cepLit at the expense of Cass. After a brief 
pause he rose sud withdrew his name ina 
sbort speech of classic grace and eloquence, 
which roused the enthusiasm of the audience 
to the highest pitch and caused him to be fair- 
ly pelted with bouquets bythe ladies ia the 
galieries. His devoted wife, who but for this 
incident might have been mistress of the 
White House, sympathized with bim through- 
out tbe trying ordeal. At the close of his 
Senatorship she retired with him to their 
home on the Chenango, where the declining 


vears of’ their lives were spent amid 
troops of friends. They had fvur 
chilaren, two of whom aied and were 
buried on the banks of the river. Thetwo 


daughters, Mary and Lydia, became respect- 
ively Mrs. Johu IT. Mygatt and Mrs. Courtuey.

Years after Mr. Dickinson had attained his 
fame he visited the little academy at Oxford 
where his wife had been educated. To the 
assembted magnates of the village who came 
to greet him he said ‘‘that though he had 
never studied at their institution, he had car- 
ried off its greatest prize.”?

Influence of ee Light on Vegeta- 
tion. 
[From the London Times. | 


At the meeting of the Roval Society last 
evening (March 4) Dr. C. W. Siemens, F. Rk. 
S.. gave a detailed description of some experi- 
ments upon the above subject which have been 
conducted during the last two months at his 
house at Sherwood, and exhibited specimens. 
The method pursued was to plant quick- 
growing seeds and plants, such as mustard. 
carrots, swedes, beans, cucumbers and melons, 
in pots, and these pots were divided into’four 
groups, one of which was kept entirely in the 
dark, one was exposed to the influence of the 
electric light only, one to the influence of day- 
light only and one to daylight and electric light 
in succession. The electric light was applied 
for six hours each evening—from 5 to 1l—and 
the plants were then left in darkness during 
the remainder of the night. The general re- 
sult was that the plants kept entirely in the 
dark soon died; those exposed to electric light 
only or to daylight only throve about equally, 
and those exposed to both day and electric 
light throve far better than either, the speci- 
mens of mustard and of carrots exhibited to 
the society showing the difference in a very 
remarkable way. 


Dr. Siemens only considers himself as yet 
on the threshold of the investigation, but 
thinks the experiments already made are suf- 
ficient to justify the following conclusions: 1. 
That electric light is efficacious in producing 
chlorophy! in the leaves of plants, and in pro- 
moting growth. 2. That an electric center of 
light equal to 1,400 candles placed at a dist- 
ance of two metres from growing plants ap- 
peared to be equal in effect to average day- 
light at this season of the year; but that more 
economical effects can be obtained by more 
powerful light centers. 3. That the carbonic 
acid and aitrogenous compounds generated in 
dimjnutive quantities in the electric arc pro- 


duce no sensible deleterious effects upon 
plants enclosed in the same space. 
4. That plants do not appear 
to, require a period of rest 


during the twenty-four hours of the day, but 
make increased and vigorous progress if sub- 
jected during daytime to sunlight and during 
the night to electric light. 5. That the radia- 
tion of heat from powerful electric arcs can 
be made available to counteract the effect of 
night frost, and is ely to promote the set- 
ting and ripening of¥ruit inthe openair. 6. 
That while under the influence of electric 
light plants can sustain i stove heat 
without collapsing, a circnmstance favorable 
to forcing by electric light. 7. That the ex- 
pense of electro-horticulture depends mainly 
upon the coat of mechanical energy, and is 
very moderate where natural sources of such

THE KING OF SIAM. 


A Potentate Who Proposes to Visit the 
United States. 
[From the New York Times. | 


The cable announced yesterday that the 
King of Siam is coming to this countrv, after 
a brief visit to the chief capitals of EKurepe. 
Bie Supreme Majesty, Somdetch Chowfa 

hujalongkoon, Sacred Lord of Heads, and 
Possessor of All, starts on his tour in April, 
and will certainly need an introduction to 
nearly everybody he sees until he gets home 
again. §Some of tbe usually-consulted books 
of reference give a little misinformation about 
him, and others are entirely silent; but what 
is said about him-by Mrs. Leonowens, who 
was his teacher for several years, and bya 
Times correspondent, who had an interview 
with bim in November, 1877, is more reliable. 
His fapyher, Maha Mongkut, died in 1863, 
leaving about seventy surviving children. 
The Siamese Princes are all equaily heirs to 
the throne, but the Senabodi unanimously 
elected the present ruler, and he was crowa- 
ed on November 11, 1868, being then about 
tifteen years old. Those who suppose him 
to be an Eastern despot of the ordinary kind 
—like his amiable neighbor Thuban, King of 
Burmab, for instance, who, a few months 
ago, caused the killing of sometiaggg @ke 100 
of his relatives—are very m, mistaken. 
Mrs. Leonowens wisely did noPeeek to prose- 
lyte her pupil, whois a Buddhist in name and 
a Rationalist in fact, itis said. ‘That would 
have weakened her influence, and she chose 
rather toeducate him in the largest sense 
and to inculcate such principles as would 
most ameliorate the condition of his country. 
He proved a diligent student, especially of 
English and American newspapers, and noth- 
ing pleased him more than to converse with 
intelligent travelers on the topics thus sug- 
gested. He has some knowledge of science; 
be 1s a practical political economist; he reads 
and speaks half a dozen Janguages, and calls 
English the - mother tongue; he is 
a great admirer of America and Ameri- 
cans, and is familiar with our history. It 
will thus be seen that he is really more Wes- 
tern than Eastern in his character and educa- 
tion, and his reign as King fully sustains this 
idea. One of his first acts on coming to the 
throne was to liberate unconditionally all pris- 
oners of state on the occasion of his father’s 
cremation. Shortly after this he issued a re- 
markable pioclamaiion, giving perfect reli- 
gious freedom to all his subjects, whom he 
also permitted to wear European dress and 
to stand erect in his presence. The abolition 
of slavery caused bim much trouble, butin 
1871 royal proclamation was made that it 
should gradually cease after the following 
January l,and that slaveholders should be 
remunerated by a general tax. Before that 
fully three-fourths of a population of 8,000,- 
000 men were branded by their owners’ mark 
very much like Western steers, or were held 
in some qualified form of servitude. This es- 
timate of population must be taken with al- 
lowances, howeyer, for, estimating the wo- 
men and childr€n, it would cover Siam/’s 188,- 
600 square miles very thickly.

The San Donato Sale and the Napole- 
onic Souvenirs. 


{Florence (Italy) Cable to New York Herald. | 


The third week of the San Donato sale was 
opened to-day by the disposal of those Napo- 
leon relics Which formed what was known as 
the ‘*MuseeImperial’’ of the palace. The 
Russian Government paid $600 for Giolli’s 
marble bust of the Empress Josephine, exe- 
cuted in 1853, while Canova’s fine marble bust 
of Pauline Bonaparte, Princess Camille Bor- 
ghese, was bought by Signor Ciampolini for 
$1,100. Aciock, which is surmounted by a 
bust of King Jerome and bears the arms of 
Westphalia, was bought by the Grand Duke 
Michael of Russia, for $100. It was formerly 
the property of Eliza Baciocchi, Grand Du- 
chess of Lucques and Piombino, the 
sister of Napoleon. The Russian Government 
paid $21 for the child’s tooth of Napoleon I., 
mounted in gold, which was given by 
Madame Mere toJerome, of Westphalia. A 
round snuff-box of shell, mounted in gold, 
which bears two silver medals, avery rare 
and fine one of Charles V., and anotherof 
Francis I.,and which was given by Pope 
Pius VII. to Napoleon I. on the occasion of 
the consecration in 1804, was bought by the 
Russian Grand Duke Michael for $400. M. 
Mannheim gaye $192 for the decoration in 
gold and enamel of the Lron Crown which was 
a favorite of Napoleon. He left it toJerome, 
who gave it to the Princess Mathilde, wife of 
the Jate Prince Anatole Demidoff. The brace- 
let Which belonged to Catharine of Wurtem- 
burg, Queen of Westphalia, and which bears 
in an acrostic of precious stones the initials 
of her Christian name and that of her hus- 
band, as well as the date of her birth, was 
sold to Mr. James Jackson Jarves for $144. 
One of her rings, with an enameled bezel 
bearing ua vessel, and the words: ‘‘Je te 
ramenerai’’ over the profile, in gold, of Napo- 
leon, was bought by the Grand Duke Michael 
for $116. Aubrey’s miniature of the Empress 
Josephine sold to Mr. Langdon for $250; while 
two of Napoleon, one as First Consul, by Isa- 
bey, andthe other as Emperor, by Augustin, 
framed in arel.quary of carved wood, were 
prrebased by Mr. John Meyer for $390. Mr. 
Cornelius Vanderbilt secured for $520 the rich 
and well furnished writing desk, witir objects 
in gold and silver gilt, which was given in 1810 
by Catherine of Wurtemburg to her husband 
Jerome. Total to-day, $8,608. Grand total 
to date, $1,015. 239,

PENNSYLVANIA’S DISGRACE. 


Kemble and the Fleeing Legislative 
Bribers. 
{Harrisburg Cor. New York Herald, 30th. J 


The Court-house was inadgguate to the ac- 
commodation of che crowd attracted to it this 
afternoon bvthe announcement that ex-State 
Treasurer Kemble and four others, guilty of 
corrupt solicitation, would be sentenced, and 
great disappointment was expressed when it 
became known that these convicts would not 
appear to take their punishment. Judge 
Pearson, who tried the cases, had received in- 
formation that the convicted persons were not 
inthe city and consequently departed from 
his usual eustom of punctuality. When the 
jurist of eighty-one years made his ap- 
pearance the spectators rose en masse to take 
in the surroundings. The fugitives from jus- 
tice were represented by Judge Brewster of 
Philadelphia, W. H. Armstrong of Lycom- 
ing and several Hd@rrisburg attorneys, but 
they did not break the silence of the court by 
addressing a word tothe Judge. The Dis- 
trict Attorney had the names of the criminals 
announced for sentence, but none of them 
responded. Judge Pearson then ordered the 
recognizances to be forfeited and announced 
that processes would be issued for the arrest 
ofthe fugitives. 

Bench warrants were prepared to-night and 
they will be served-promptiy in: the event of 
the bribers being found in the State. They 
are supposed to be in one of the adjoining 
States, where they can only be arrested on a 
requisition from the Governor of Pennsylva- 
nia or on a bail piece. The latter course will 
not be adopted, as the bondsmen have been in- 
demnified and the prosecution has very little 
confidence in the Rte of a requisition 
because of a belief that‘ the criminals would 
receive prompt information of its issuance 
and thus be enabled to escape to another State. 

WHO WILLIAM H. KEMBLE Is. 

The chief ~—— is W. H. Kemble, who is 
estimated to be worth $2,000,000, and whose 
annual income is nearly $100,000. Heis the 
President of the People’s Bank of Philadel- 
phia, and also president of several passenger 
railway companies of that city. hen the 
late R.. W. Mackey was State Treasurer the 
Commonwealth’s deposits in Kemble’s bank 
sometimes aggregated $1,300,000. The money 
was loaned at a good percentage, and both the 
State Treasurer and the bank profited 
largely by the deposits. In 1865 Kemble 
was elected State Treasurer by the Legisla- 
ture and held the position for three years. 
During his official career, 5 per cent gold-bear- 
ing State bonds were converted into 6 per 
cent currency bonds, and he made a good for- 
tune by the operation. August Belmont, an 
agent of the Rothschilds, protested against 
this violation of contract in a letter to Kem- 
ble, when the latter addressed to him a com- 
munication in which he called him a ‘*Shy- 
lock.’’ Several years afterwards he apolo- 
cvized to Mr. Belmont’for tne insult offered 
him. 

Kemble has been one of the most influential 
Republican politicians in the State, and for a 
number of years was a member of the Na- 
tione] Committee, resigning a few months ago 
to make way for Senator Cameron. During 
the session of the last Legislature he came to 
Harrisburg to lobby the $4,000,000 Riot Rehef 
billthrough that body for the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company. At first few members 
outside of Philadelphia and Allegheny favor- 
ed its passage, but as its consideration pro- 
gressed its supporters gradually increased in 
number until its passage appeared inevitable. 
That money was being used to convert mem- 
bers very few doubted. 

At the most critical period Representative 
Wolf, an anti-Cameron Republican, announced 
that corrupt means were being used to pass 
the measure, and an investigation was insti- 
tuted. The bill was defeatea and the corrupt 
practices exposed. Kemble was placed on 
the stand and denied that he had offered 
money to any member, but three Republican 
legislators swore he had attempted to bribe 
them with sums ranging from 375 to $2,000. 
Several other members indirectly implicated 
him. The recent settlement of the claims re- 
sulting from the Pittsburg riots shows that 
there was a clean steal of nearly $2,000,000 in 
the riot relief bill. Kembleis about fifty-five 
years old, and of small stature. 

THE OTHER FUGITIVES FROM JUSTICE. 

W. FF. Rumberger, another of the fugitives 
from justice, is sixty years of age, and wasa 
member of the last Legislature. He endeav- 
ored to bribe a fellow member, who led him 
into a trap and then exposed him and Kemble. 
He came near being expelled. 

Emile J. Petrotf, also a fugitive, was ex- 
pelled from the Legislature several years ago 
for agreeing to buy fifteen members for $7,- 
500 for a certain bill, but his constituents re- 
elected him My an increased majority. A ma- 
jority of the House voted for his expulsion, 
but the measure failed to receive the requi- 
site two-thirds vote to expel him fromthe 
last Legislature for corrupt solicitation of two 
members. Petroff is about thirty-three years 
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Charles B. Salter, another fugitive, is an 
ex-member of the Legislature, and was one 
of Kemble’s principal agents. Eight members; 
swore that he made corrupt propositions to 
them. He is about thirty-five years old. 

Jesse RK. Crawford, the fifth fugitive, is 
nearly seventy years old. He endeavored to 
bribe three members. Kemble, Salter, Craw- 
ford and Rumberger pleaded guilty three 
weeks ago to save some prominent palbitetnne: 
and railroad officials from exposure and on 
being assured that they would be pardoned 
before the sentence of the court could be exe- 
cuted. Petroff was convicted on two indict- 
ments.

The Man Who Brought the Greek B, 
. ands $60,000 Ransom. 
(Comstantiaople Cor. New York Sun. | 
Col. Synge I knew well. He spent 8?me 
months of last summer at Therapia, and wa, 
universally popular. He had been an officar 
in the British army, but had bought a larga 
property near Verria, ahout sixty miles from 
Salonica, where he Lad lived for some years in 
security. I often suggested that his residence 
there must involve danger from the brigands 
by whom the country is infested; but he as. 
sured me that he was too well known, too well 
armed, and surrounded by too many tris: 
men in his employ to incur any real risk. 
was a colonel in the Turkish gendarmerie, byt 
as the Turkish Government has not alloweg 
that force to be organized, he was practically 
unemployed, though just before the attack he 
had been absent on an errand of mercy, hay. 
ing been charged with the distribution of 
funds ——— Moslem refugees in Easterg 
Roumelia, It appears that a band of Volaks

The Legal Question of Hvidence 
Decided This Morning. 


Testimony of Dr. Hazard On the Insan- 
ity of the Prisoner. 


This morning in the Criminal Court the 
trial of W. H. Erb, for the murderof his di- 
vorced wife, Rose Mion, was continued. The 
attorneys forthe defendant closed the de- 
fense last evening, and this morn- 
ing the prosecution was engaged 
in. Offering rebutting testimony to 
that portion of the evidence for the defense 
which would tend to show the insanity of the 
prisoner at the time of the homicide. The 
interest in the trial continued unabated, and 
the court-room was crowded during the day’s 


cession. The prisoner appeared to be the 
most uninterested and indifferent person in 
the court-room. 

The first witness called was 

DR. W. B. HAZARD, 
who testified as follows: ‘‘I hase been in 
charge of the Insane Asylum. I have madea 
special study of insanity and the nervous dis- 
eases, and have testified as an expert On sev~ 
eral occasions. ’’ : 

The Circuit Attorney then put a hypothetical 
ease of a man addictea to the habit of 
drinking liquor, who had suffered from deliri- 
um tremens, and while thus afflicted had at- 
tempted to kill himself. Objections were 
raised by Mr. Allen for the defendant, and 
the Circuit Attorney was requested to place 
his’ ease in writing. While awaiting the 
completion of the written case 

SERGT. FRANK WASHBURN, 

of the Second Pelice District, was called. His 
testimony was as follows: ‘*Ona the 19th of 
June, 1879, I was in charge of the Chestnut 
Street Police Station and saw the prisoner, 
W.H. Erb, on that day, when Erb was 
arrested and placed in the station. The 
prisoner was quiet and was not drunk. 
A number of questions were put to the 
prisoner and he answered them ina rational 
manner. Among others Erb was asked what 
be had to say about the charge of killing his 
wife, when Erb said he had nothing to say 
about it, as he didn’t kill his wife. At that 
time he stoutiy denied it.” : 

On the cross-cxamination the witness 
stated that at another time the prisoner said 
he did not want totalk about tne killing, as 
be (Erb) wanted to goto siecp and secure 
some rest. 

SERGT. T. FRUCHTE, ) 
ofithe police force, was next called. The at- 
torneys for the defense raised objections 
to the admission oftestimony concerning the 
facts of the tragedy or the condition of the 
prisoner. The objections were based on the 
fact that the prosecution had qualitied a witness 
as ah expert in the person of Dr. Hazard, and 
bad thereby waived any direct testimony. 
Tue Court sustained the objection, and the 
jast Witness Wus Withdrawn. At this point 
Dr. llazard was recalled, and the written hy- 
pothetical case, as written out, was given him 
inthe form of a question. The witness stated 
that he didn’t see anything indicative of in- 
sanity in the case Which had been described. 

The cross-examination did not develop 
anything new, and the witness was with- 
drawn.

Mulford & McKenzie Want $500 from 
s -- . D. Lucas for Tearing Down Their 
ce. 


The second trial of the damage suit of Mul- 
ford & McKenzie, the railroad ticket brokers, 
againt Joseph D. Lucas, was commenced be- 
forea special jury this morning in Judge 


Thayer’s room of the Circuit Court. Mulford 
& McKenzie had an office at 
North Fourth street, in January, 
1878, and had an agreement by which they 
were to have possession till March lst follow- 
ing, and they were to pay $60 a month in ad- 
vance.

Grand Reception to be Tendered Him 
this Evening—A Talk With the 
Distinguished Visitor. 


Frederick von Bodenstedt,the greatest 
living German poet, arrived in the city this 
morning at half past 8 o’clock. He was met 
at the Union Depot by Mayor Overstolz, Dr. 
Emil Preetorius, Messrs. C. F. Fritsch, Chas. 
Speck, Ed. Kehr and Mr. Rieckhoff. After the 
preliminary greetings and introductions were 
over the distinguished visitor and, party en- 
tered carriages and drove to Mayor Overstolz’ 
residence, No. 8439 Washington avenue, where 
Mr. Bodenstedt will remain as guest during 
bis sojourn in St. Louis. A PosT-DISPATCH 
reporter was introduced to the German 
celebrity by Mayor Overstolz, and was 


soon engaged in an animated conversation 
with the poet. Mr. Bodenstedt spoke Ger- 
man, although he understands English and 
can converse in the latter language, but has 
become a little ‘“frusty.” 

A PEN-PICTURF. 2% 

The famous lyric poet of Germany is im- 

osing in appearance. Fully six feet in 
height, he is thoroughly well proportioned, 
broad-chested, and witha physique that be- 
tokens both health and power. His head is 
massive, features strongly defined, and a 
forehead indicative of intellectuality. His 
bair, which 1s very thin, is turning gray, 
while his moustache and beard are both 
frosted by the sixty winters he has 
passed. Mr. Bodenstedt was attired in a 
frock coat and light pants with dark-blne 
cravat. He is evidently short-sighted and 
therefore wears spectacles. 

A SHORT INTERVIEW. 

In response to a question as to how he liked 
America Mr. Bodenstedt replied that he had 
nothing but praisetoutter. His reception 
everywhere had been so cordial and hospitable 
that he was fairly overcome. ‘‘New York,’’ said 
he, “struck me as being very cosmopolitan. I 
met there people ofevery country. During 
my stay inthat city I was entertained most 
generously. I paid a flying visit to Washing- 
ton to visit Carl Schurz,then made an excuri- 
sion to New York and other places in New 
Jersey, after which Icame West taCaicago 
and Milwaukee.’’ 

“How long do youintend remaining in St. 
Louis?’’ 

‘*T hardly know exactly—probably eight or 
ten days. I must bein St. Paul oo the l6th, 
sol must arrange my movements sothat I 
can keep that engagement.’’ 

‘‘Whendo you'think of returning to Ger- 
manv?’? ~ 
“Well, at one time I thought I should hav 
to return from here, but that necessity 1s ob- 
viated. You know this is my first visit to 
America, and 1am anxious to see as much of 
the country as possible. Ishall first visit 
that ‘wonder land’ California. It must be 

charming there?” ; 

This interrogation was directed to Dr. Pree- 
torius, wko remarked that he had not visited 
California; but Mayor Overstolz characteriz- 
ed the Pacific Slope as **entzueckend,’’ and 
spoke from personal experience.
